Very Sick, But Buoyed Up By nope and 


Ambition.

It is a remarkable fact that James G. 


Elaine, Secretary of State, the most prom- 
nent man in the Republic, the man in 
whose health American people are more 
nterested than they are in the health of 


other living man, not excepting the 


President himself, has bsen lying in a sick 
led. in this city for two full weeks without 
once being able to move out, and the New 
fork papers hare not thought that fact 
worth more than a short paragraph every 
day, 
and some days no mention at all. 


They began two weeks ago by saying 


that hi* indisposition was of no conse- 
quence, and they have continued Irom day 
to day to say that he was improving and 
would soon be out. 


THE TBUTH OJ1 THE MATTBB. 


The fact is that for two fall weeks the 


Secretary ol State has not been able to 
eave his bed. He came from Washington 
to attend the opening of the new Carnegie 
Mnsic Hall, and after that night's festivi- 
ies ho was immediately taken sick. He 
ias since been lying at the house of his 
son-in-law, Walter Damrosob, the gifted 
musician, on West Seventieth street. Dr. 
Fred C, Dennis, the family physician of the 
Damrosch'e, has been in daily attendance. 
At first Dr. J oneway was called. 


Those who would give almost all they 


possess to see him in the enjoyment of 
good health feel but too keenly that Mr. 
Elaine will never be well. He is not with- 
out hope himself. 
His hope is equal to 


his ambition. 
His health is one of his 


vanities. Tbe idea of invalidism is repng 
nant to him. He wants to be understood 
as a strong, healthy man. 


THE PBESIDENCY. 


He never yearned for the Presidency as 


he yearns for it now. 
Harrison's selfiah- 


ness li-s almost made him mad. But let 
the idea yat around that Elaine is a hope- 
less invalid and his chances for the Presi- 
dency are no more. Hence the persistent 
reports that it is only indigestion or gout. 


In Washington during the past year Mr. 


Blaine has not been able to go across from 
bis own house to the State Department 
more than once or twice a week on the 
average. He has done his work in hid own 
house, either lying in bed or propped up 
In an easy ohair with pillowa all around 
him, yet the doctor and family would per- 
sist in Baying it was nothing serious, only 
gout, or something of that kind. 


A COUBSE OV MISEEPBSSENTATION. 


The fact is that the public have be«n 


•objected to a long coarse of misrepresea- 
tation about Elaine's health. He has been 
a sick man tot years. He has never com 
pletely recovered from the serious illness 
which took him to Scotland and to Italy in 
1888, and on account of which be peremp- 
torily declined to be a candidate for the 
Presidential nomination. 
No dead body 


has been more void of color and all ap- 
pearance of health than Mr. Blaine has 
been ever since. 
No marble atatne looks 


more bloodless than Mr. Blaine, even when 
he is able to appear for a few minutes in 
public. 


Bright's disaase baa a fatal grip on the 


distinguished statesman. 
His system is 


broken down. His strength is gone, His 
ailments are progressive, and while his 
powers of endurance are great, he cannol 
last long. 
He has already been severely 


tested. He has not been fit to do a strong 
man's work any day since he became Sec- 
retary of State under the present Adminis 
tration. 


STEVE VENARD. 


The 
Old Bandit Hunter Dies In the 


County Hospital. 


Stephen Venard died in the County 


Hospital at Nevada City on the 20th 
instant, aged 68 years. He went to Ne- 
vada City in early days and followed the 
business of merchandising and mining by 
turns, and foi a time engaged in the cattle 
business in this State. 
May 15th, 1866, 


the North San Juan stage was stopped 
near Nevada City by George Shanks, alias 
Jack Williams, Bob Finn, alias Caton, and 
George W. Moore, who captured $7,900. 
Venard, who participated in the chase a 
few hours later, came up with the highway 
men in one of th e wildest and most inacces- 
sible portions of South Ynba Canyon, 
where they were dividing the spoils. An 
encounter ensued, in which Venard, with 
a rifle, killed all three and escaped unhurt. 
Governor'Low appointed, him Lieutenant 
Colonel 
on his staff 
for meritorious 


services in the field, and the Wells, Fargo 
Express Company presented him with a 
valuable rifle. 
He was a man of modest 


demeanor, thoroughly temperate, of the 
strictest probity and not afraid of anything.

All Expert Ilsplalns Bow JSasy It Is to 


Tell Chalk from Cheese. 


A profession which ia an old and hon- 


ored one, bat which has not received 
distinguished recognition until recently, 
is that of handwriting expert. 
This 


kind of testimony now carries mfich 
more weight with judge and jurymen 
than it did some years ago, by the man- 
ner in which the testimony is given. 
Tho expert nowadays does not ask the 
court and jury to accept his private 
opinion us to the genuineness of a signa- 
ture, but produces such proofs of the 
reasons which have made him reach the 
conclusion by moans of diagrams, photo- 
graphs, oto., its to lonvo no doubt in their 
minds. 


"Every person," »iil<l Mr. D. T. Ames, 


tho fiuuima humlwriting export the other 
day, "hiM pectiliar characteristics, and 
no two handwritings aro exactly alike, 
Personalities enter aa much into a man'u 
penmanship aa In his daily intercourse 
with friends or acquaintances. 
The 


forgor, for instance, cannot know his 
own habits or control his own hand so 
aa to sot It aside entirely at will. Mere 
will power oau havo ttttlo effect on tho 
formation of letters, and oven, although 
ho may try, tho skillful forger cannot 
wholly lildo his own individuality. 
Forgeries aro mow frequently confined 
to a single signature. 


"Tho 
forger has tho advantage of hav- 


ing before him a copy upon which ho 
may practice nn til ho has attained enough 
skill to reproduce it, or ho may make use 
of tho various mechanical means for BO- 
caring a correct outline by which he will 
bo guided in reproducing his copy. 
Where tho former method is employed 
there is usually a fatal lack of accuracy 
as to form. The other method •usually 
leaves signs of tho slow and hesitating 
movement required for carefully follow- 
ing an outline, also several retouches of 
the shaded lines, which when examined 
under a microscope are at once apparent. 
Forgeries thus made may generally be 
demonstrated from the very character of 
the work without any reference what- 
ever to the general signature. 


"An amusing instance of the detection 


of this class of simulations occurred in 
my own experience some tune since when 
called to a certain law office for the pur- 
pose of examining a contested will. The 
junior member of the firm took occasion 
to speak disparagingly of expert exami- 
nations of writing, saying that a clerk 
of his could copy hia own signature so 
closely that he was unable himself to de- 
tect the different, nor did he believe 
that any expert could do so. I had never 
seen the writing of the lawyer or that of 
his clerk. After a few minutes the law- 
yer handed me a sheet of legal cap cov- 
"ired from top to bottom with hia name, 
remarking that a portion of the sig- 
natures had been written by himself and 
a portion by his clerk, and reiterating 
his belief that it was beyond the power 
of an expert to determine which were 
his and which tie clerk's. 


"Taking the paper in my hand I 


looked at the signatures for not more 
than one minute. 'You wrote that, that 
and that,' I said, indicating three of the 
signatures, 'and your clerk wrote the 
rest.' The lawyer admitted the correct- 
ness of my answer, and expressed great 
surprise at its readiness and accuracy, 
and asked how I had determined it. 1 
explained that in looking down the'page 
I observed that the writing of one class 
of names was entirely homogeneous. In 
its turns, shades, grace of line and all 
there was apparent a full, natural move- 
ment, while in another set there were 
hesitancy in the lines, angles in the place
